There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  No  case  of  dinhtheiMa  has  been  notified. 

Durina  the  year  the -oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  superseded  the 
salk  vaccine.
